SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The untitled artwork is classified as unrestricted. 

The artwork consists of felt-tip pen on plastic, and is 86.4cm x 91.4cm in dimension. 
The background is in dark blue with simple line drawings in a light yellow colour. The 
drawing consists of a number of seemingly unrelated figures, including barking dogs, 
running men, a figure pulling his head off, tumbling and climbing figures, a TV screen 
with an image of a crawling baby, and a ringing telephone. In one image a dog climbs 
astride another as if it were copulating with the other. In another figure two small 
figures are positioned with one crouching behind the other. 

In applying the criteria of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 
(FVPC Act), consideration has been given to the publication's treatment of matters of 
sex. Small figures at the bottom of the image are arranged one crouching behind the 
other in a way that could suggest they were engaging in sexual activity. However, the 
simplicity and lack of detail of the depiction leaves the nature of the activity engaged in 
entirely open to interpretation. The artwork's treatment of matters of sex in no way 
renders its availability likely to be injurious to the public good. 

In consideration of s3(4) of the FVPC Act, the dominant effect of the artwork is of a 
collection of cartoon-styled images which are capable of being read symbolically and 
interpreted on a number of levels. The work has considerable artistic and cultural 
merit, being part of the oeuvre of renowned artist Keith Haring. 

Given that no likelihood of injury can be established from the publication's availability, it 
is classified as unrestricted. 
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
